A Chain Store Problem 


The Supreme Court of North Carolina has just ren­ 
dered a decision that may have an important bearing on 
one phase of presentday merchandising. 
It has sustained 
a tax statute of the State imposing a special tax on chain 
stores. 
« 
The case decided is a test one, brought by the chain 
stores to determine their rights under the theory of equal 
taxation. 
The principal contention argued against the 
tax was that it is discriminatory, since it is not imposed 
Upon “single unit” stores in the same line of business, or 
Upon department stores which are in actuality many stores 
grouped under one roof. 
At considerable length, the North Carolina Supreme 
Court discussed the details of chain store business which 
differentiate this type from the single unit or department 
stoi% class, differences which, the court thinks, give a spe­ 
cial advantage to the chain store in competition. I he court 
finally held that, because of these differences, “the c l a s s i ­ 
fication of the plaintiff’s business for the purpose of the 
license, privilege or occupation tax” imposed by this law 
'% neither arbitrary nor unreasonable, is not violative ot 
the State or Federal Constitution,’' that it is “imposed by 
uniform rule, does not deprive plaintiffs of their property

Freedom of the Press Passing 


The supreme court of Minnesota holds that a State 
law providing for the suppression of newspapers under cer­ 
tain conditions is constitutional. 
The conditions seem to 
be that if in the opinion of some judge the journal is a 
nuisance or a menace to the public welfare, it may be sup­ 
pressed on his order. 
The case came up on appeal from 
a paper that had been suppressed in St. Baul after it had 
attacked certain political conditions in the city. 
The su­ 
preme court decided that the law was in harmony not 
only with the State Constitution but with tho National 
Constituion. 
We may be sure that the case will not I)** 
allowed to rest until the supreme court of the United States 
has passed upon it. 
This case in Minnesota is indicative 
of the growing tendency on the part of the judiciary to 
attempt to censor the press. 
During the past year editors 
and publishers of newspapers in various places have been 
committed to jail for contempt of court for refusing to 
divulge sources of news, or for criticizing court action, or 
for violating orders to refrain from printing accounts of 
proceedings in courts. 
In Texas there has been one in­ 
stance of a judge ordering the press to refrain from pub­ 
lishing reports of a hearing in a murder case, the idea be­ 
ing that by keeping the testimony secret a change of venue 
could be avoided. 
If the present tendency in the judiciary 
continues, in due course of time the newspapers will find 
themselves being edited from the bench.— Houston Post- 
Dispatch.
